During the period, March 1 to 15, inclusive, one vessel cleared from 
this port for the United States, the steamship Arizonan, which left 
March 3 for San Diego, Cal., and was fumigated throughout while in 
the roadstead outside the harbor.

Assistant Surgeon Wightman reports, February 24 and March 4: 

Week ended Februarj* 22. Three steamships and 1 bark were 
dispatched with a total personnel of 262 members of crews, 55 cabin 
and 124 steerage passengers. Three of the vessels were fumigated and 
1 was inspected and passed. 

Smallpox continues in Lima. 

Week ended February 29: Bills of health were issued to 2 mer- 
chant steamers, with an aggregate personnel of 172 members of crews, 
95 cabin and 68 steerage passengers. Both vessels were fumigated. 
In addition, 21 vessels of the United States Navy were dispatched on 
statement of their medical officers.
